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Call for action on dangerous drivers 


FURIOUS residents are calling for urgent 
action to tackle speed demons on a notori¬ 
ous town centre street. 

More than 100 people living in Victoria Grove are 
backing renewed efforts to prevent dangerous driving 
in the neighbourhood, after almost 20 years of prob¬ 
lems. 

Desperate pedestrians are appealing to their MP, 
Oliver Letwin, for help, amid fears that previous traf¬ 
fic-calming measures are not working. 

They are also calling on council highways chiefs to 
act quickly in order to pre-empt a serious accident. 

Campaigner Maureen Hymas told View From Brid- 
port drivers had shown “blatant disregard” for a 
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20mph speed limit introduced several years ago. 

She said the warning signs were being ignored and 
that motorists still hurtled down the “cart-horse” road 
at dangerous speeds. 

Mrs Hymas and more than 100 other Victoria Grove 
residents have now put their names to a petition sent 
to town and county council highways representatives, 
as well as Mr Letwin. 

They say traffic problems on the road date back to 
1997, when issues arose 
as a result of the then 
new development at Py- 
more. 

The residents say: 
“Eighteen years later we 
call again on Bridport 
Town Council to investi¬ 
gate fully measures to 
improve the present situ¬ 
ation in which cars con¬ 
tinually break the 20mph 
speed limit. 

“We also call on the 
police to fully investigate 
the matter, along with 
the Dorset County 
Council highways au¬ 
thorities.” 


The 20mph limit and a redesigned one-way system 
was introduced in Victoria Grove around a decade 
ago, following another sustained campaign from res¬ 
idents. 

Backed by Mr Letwin, they warned that speeding 
motorists and inappropriate parking were creating 
hazards for children on their way to school. 

Since then, residents have complained of large 
haulage vehicles making excessive use of the narrow 
road - on one occasion destroying a wall and spilling 
material into the path of pedestrians. 

Councillor Sandra Brown, the Mayor of Bridport, 
said she fully supported the petition. 

“It’s bad where I live in North Allington,” she said. 

“They tear up and down here all day - and Victoria 
Grove is just as awful. 


A MAN has died following a serious road accident on 
the A35 near Bridport. 

The crash happened during the early hours of Tues¬ 
day morning on the Sea Road South, near the Crown 
roundabout. 

Emergency services were called to the scene shortly 
after 5am, where a car and lorry had been involved in 
the crash. 

Only a few hours later, police confirmed that the 
driver of the car, a 75-year-old man from Torquay, had 
been killed in the collision. The lorry driver, a 46-year- 
old man from Derbyshire, was uninjured but treated 
for shock. 

The road remained closed all morning and was still 


“It’s a fact that nobody takes a blind bit of notice of 
the speed limit. You take your life in your hands when 
you cross the road there.” 

Cllr Brown said she would discuss the issue with 
the town surveyor, Daryl Chambers, at the next op¬ 
portunity. 

But she also suggested stricter enforcement was 
needed, as well as flashing warning signs reminding 
drivers to kill their speed. 

She added: “I thought the problem had gone away 
but plainly it has not. It’s quite worrying and some¬ 
thing does need to be done about it.” 

Simon Gledhill, highways manager at Dorset 
County Council, said: “We carefully consider any 
proposals for traffic calming measures and take a 
practical look at each request, measuring against set 
criteria, before making any final decisions.”

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Local dad thanks children's 
ward with fundraising run 


A BRIDPORT dad is giving back to the Kingfisher 
Ward at Dorset County Hospital after staff on the 
unit saved his daughter's life. 

Simon Hyett, of West Allington, has pledged to 
repay emergency medical staff who acted coura¬ 
geously to save five-month-old Poppy when she 
was rushed to the hospital earlier this year. 

Mr Hyett and his wife Jenny feared for their 
daughter's life when she was diagnosed with 
meningitis in May. 

And they believe that without the profession¬ 
alism of nurses on the ward, Poppy may not have 
made it through the ordeal. 

In an effort to repay staff for their "fantastic" 
work, Mr Hyett has signed up to tackle Exeter's 
Great West Run this autumn. He hopes to raise 
hundreds of pounds for the ward. 

"Poppy spent over a week being cared for on 
the Kingfisher ward, and a week or so after that 
returning once a day for antibiotics," he said. 

"It was an extremely testing time for Jenny and 
I, and it was only made more bearable by the fan¬ 
tastic care that Poppy received from the doctors 
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and nurses in the Kingfisher ward. 

"We are both incredibly grateful to them for 
saving our daughter's life -1 felt it was the least I 
could do to attempt to give something back, so 
that has led me to the Great West Run." 

The 13.1 -mile circuit is a tough test for amateur 
runners, with a route winding through the city 
streets and out into the countryside. 

But Mr Hyett, whose other daughter, Maisie, is 
19 months old, says he is committed to a strict 
training scheme that will prepare him for race 
day on October 18th. 

He also said he was determined to help cam¬ 
paigners in their ongoing fight to ensure the 
Kingfisher Ward remains at the Dorchester hos¬ 
pital for the foreseeable future, amid concerns 
that children's services could soon be relocated 
to Bournemouth or Poole. 


The Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group has 
not confirmed plans to close the ward, but is due 
to publish proposals for a wide-ranging review 
of health services 
in January, ahead 
of a public consulta¬ 
tion. 

Mr Hyett added: 

"Both the Kingfisher 
Ward and the special 
care baby unit are cur¬ 
rently under threat 
from possible cuts 
being proposed by the 
CCG. 

"These proposals are 
impractical and may 
endanger the lives of 
children.

as a result of the accident, 
with traffic also moving 
slowly around the town 
centre. 

A spokesman for Dorset 
Police confirmed the man's 
death at around 11am. 


A statement read:"Dorset 
Police received a call at 
5.06am this morning to re¬ 
ports of a serious collision 
involving a car and a lorry 
on the A35. 

"Police, ambulance and 
fire crews were in atten¬ 
dance and the road was 


closed in both directions 
from the Crown round¬ 
about to the Mitsubishi 
garage in Bridport town 
centre. 

"Sadly the driver of the 
Matiz died at the scene. His 
next of kin have been in¬ 
formed and the coroner 


notified."

Bridport leads the way with locally produced food 


BRIDPORT’S food community is 
among the most sustainable in the 
South West, according to a glowing 
report that highlights the town’s “ex¬ 
ceptional” record for producing fresh 
and locally-sourced food. 

The report, commissioned by Com¬ 
munities Living Sustainably in 
Dorset, interviewed restaurants, 
cafes, pubs, farm shops and town 
centre retailers to find out where they 
buy their ingredients. 

A large proportion of the busi¬ 
nesses asked revealed that they 
source between 60 and 80 per cent 
of their produce in and around Brid¬ 
port. 

Tamsin Chandler, a food business 
consultant who authored the report, 
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said it demonstrated a rich variety of 
local sources for fresh food that “ex¬ 
ceeded the norm”. 

Following the report’s publication, 
CLS has produced a ‘food map’ 
showing where to find food retailers 
and eateries that are selling sustain¬ 
able food. 

It hopes to encourage other retailers 
to follow the trend and work with 
local producers to source ingredients. 

Linda Hull, a food coordinator at 
CLS, said she was delighted by the 
results shown in the report. 


“Many businesses in Bridport have 
long-standing and good relationships 
with local producers,” she said. 

“But there is still room for more 
businesses to make closer links with 
the wealth of wonderful produce that 
is available locally.” 

The report also listed ways that 
other businesses could become more 
sustainable, including a ‘local 
grower’ database and ‘meet the food 
producer’ events. 

It also encourages food outlets to 
“avoid endlessly preaching to the 
converted” by working with - rather 
than against - supermarkets. 

“Working with supermarkets is an 
excellent way to access and influ¬ 
ence those who are less local and 


fresh food aware, and therefore influ¬ 
ence their shopping, cooking and 
eating habits for the better,” the re¬ 
port concludes. 

The sustainable movement is gath¬ 
ering increasing momentum in Brid¬ 
port, with a series of community-led 
groups working to improve the way 
we source our food. 

Food Future Bridport, a commu¬ 
nity campaign that emerged from 
work carried out by CLS, has created 
a ‘food charter’ calling for fair and 
affordable trading of produce. 

It is also working to encourage 
children to grow, cook and eat good 
food, while debating the health ethics 
of food production and pressing for 
Bridport to become a Fairtrade town.

View from the Bridport 


THE group behind Bridport's 
ambitious Neighbourhood 
Plan project is encouraging 
members of the community 
to play their part in shaping 
their town's future. 

Writing below, Phylidda 
Culpin, chairman of the steer¬ 
ing group leading the 
scheme, provides an update 
on the plan's development 
and the ways in which local 
people can have their say: 

Vision 2030, the Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan for Allington, Brad- 
pole, Bothenhampton, Bridport, 
Symondsbury and Walditch, run 
by local residents to support and 
advance the interests of the local 
community in the planning 
process, is now well into its 
stride. 

Responses to the preliminary 
public consultation launched at 
the beginning of May have been 
coming in to the community-led 
Vision 2030 steering group. 

The responses suggest that the 
main concerns locally are the 
availability of low cost/afford¬ 
able housing, job opportunities 
and public transport provision. 

There have also been many 
comments about Vearse Farm, 
St Michael’s, car parking sites, 
the challenges of future develop¬ 
ment in the area, the need for 
more housing for local people 
and opportunities for young peo¬ 
ple. 

Feedback from this prelimi¬ 


nary consultation will help de¬ 
termine both the make up and 
remit of the working groups that 
will do much of the detailed 
work preparing the next stage of 
the plan this autumn. 

Because it is so important, the 
preliminary consultation has 
been extended until the end of 
August with further ‘roadshows’ 
in Bucky Doo Square this Satur¬ 
day (August 8th, 9.30am to 
2pm), at the Melplash Show 
(August 27th) and at Symonds¬ 
bury Fete (August 30th). 


Questionnaires will continue 
to be available at the library, 
tourist information centre, 
Mountfield and the leisure cen¬ 
tre throughout the month, and 
can also be completed online at 
www.vision-2030.co.uk 
We look forward to hearing 
more from local people on what 
they want the plan to cover. 

We have extended this prelim¬ 
inary phase of the consultation 
until September 1st. There is 
still time for people to have their 
say.

Colourfence presents .... 

THE MAINTENANCE FREE GARDEN FENCE 
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Players'latest show hailed a triumph 


‘BOTHERED and Bewildered’ - 
but certainly not ‘bewitched’ - is 
the latest comedy drama to be pre¬ 
sented by the Burton Bradstock 
Players. 

Skilfully directed by Janet 
Tolputt, herself an accomplished 
actress, it was a triumph in every 
respect. 

Too bad that it is too late for this 
review to entice you to see it - es¬ 
pecially those deterred by the un¬ 
happy theme of Alzheimer’s 
disease. 

I came away vaguely comforted 
that a sufferer is possibly not en¬ 
tirely alone. This main character, 
Irene, brilliantly portrayed by Liz 
Slater, being visited every day by 
the late Barbara Cartland, her 
favourite writer of romantic nov¬ 
els. 

Andrea Wilkinson, resplendent 
in fluffy, feathery pink hats and 
gowns and bejewelled finery, 
gives a magnificent performance. 

A kind, sensible, sensitive, well- 
meaning, knowledgeable, 

worldly-wise person one could al¬ 
most grow to love. But then An¬ 
drea’s Barbara was probably much 
nicer than the real thing. 

I found myself wishing Irene’s 
two daughters could actually see 
her and realise that mum was per¬ 
fectly happy in her own little 
world of memories and secrets. 

As with this cruel disease, most 
of the suffering and anxiety is en-

dured by close family, and in this 
case it was Beth and Louise, who 
were sympathetically and realisti¬ 
cally played by Vicky Thomas and 
Catherine Batten. 

There is a heart-rending scene 
where they are out in the dark 
searching for mother, who has run 
out onto the main road, barefoot 
and wearing a thin dressing gown. 

And another one when Louise, 
with torch and hastily-grabbed 
raincoat, has twice searched the 
garden for the culprit who keeps 


knocking at the front door and 
banging on the windows. 

The play is beautifully staged, 
with clever, effective sound effects 
and lighting, particularly the 
shades of pink. 

Minimal props and scenery, and 
such a clever ‘dual screen’ idea of 
the daughters consulting the doc¬ 
tor on one side of the stage, with 
mum sitting quietly and comfort¬ 
ably in the dark on the other. 

The dialogue was honest, truth¬ 
ful, sympathetic and funny in 
parts, but probably not very funny 
if you have experienced this in 
your family or friends. 

One must not forget to mention 
the enthusiastic and talented sup¬ 
porting cast - Chris Roberts, Will 
Orza, Katy Post and Roy Perkins - 
all of whom played their parts 
with their hearts, especially Will 
and Katy who started as younger 



characters and then returned as 
significantly more mature people. 

Katy was charming as grand¬ 
daughter Shelley, who did her 
very best to ‘granny-sit’ Irene and 
give her aunt a night off at the pic¬ 
tures. 


Her plan was to give gran a 
makeover - and she did it with 
such sweetness and gentleness. 

Too bad it all went wrong when 
gran suddenly turned on her, un¬ 
kindly accusing her of all kinds of 
treachery. 


So it was off to an old people’s 
home for Irene. 

Let’s hope she gave the address 
to Barbara Cartland so that they 
could continue their daily cosy 
chats about the world of romantic 
fiction, virgins and secrets.

THE laws of intestacy apply when someone dies 
without having made a valid Will. It is important 
to consider whether the intestacy rules would 
benefit your loved ones as you would wish when 
the inevitable happens. The family of today can 
be made up of many forms. For example people 
often cohabit rather than marry. This can cause 
problems when a cohabitant dies without having 
made a valid Will as the survivor will not auto¬ 
matically receive a benefit from the deceased's 
estate. The surviving cohabitee could find him¬ 
self or herself in the unenviable position of hav¬ 
ing to make a claim against their partner's estate 
for reasonable financial provision. There is no 
guarantee that any claim would be successful. 

Also couples who are married or in civil partner¬ 
ships often have children from a previous rela¬ 
tionship and are keen to ensure those children 
are provided for should they die. They may be 
concerned to learn that their surviving spouse or 


civil partner will often take all or the vast majority 
of their estate outright under the laws of intes¬ 
tacy. 

Intestacy provisions may fall short of the desired 
outcome. It is therefore important to consider 
making a Will especially when you have a life 
changing event such as buying your first home, 
cohabiting with your partner, and the birth of a 
child or grandchild or when you get married. 

Estate administration/Probate 

When someone dies, there are many things that 
will need to be done, from arranging the funeral 
to ultimately distributing the estate. If the de¬ 
ceased person made a Will, the appointed execu¬ 
tors are responsible for dealing with the estate 
and, if necessary, obtaining the grant of probate. 
If the person died without having made a Will 
there is a strict order of priority as to who may 
apply to be appointed as administrator to admin¬ 
ister the estate.

■ FURTHER to your recent article, Review on future 
of NHS services delayed, we would like to inform 
your readers that the reported claim from Bridport 
Councillor Ros Kayes concerning the future of com¬ 
munity hospitals is based on unfounded supposition 
and could be seen as alarmist for your readers. 

It is true that over 300 clinicians - including GPs, 
hospital doctors, nurses, paramedics and other health 
professionals - across Dorset are undertaking a re¬ 
view of the county’s health services but it is important 
that your readers understand why. 

The aim of the review is to redesign services so they 
best fit current and future health needs (rather than 
those of the past), are safe and high quality (meeting 


new national standards where they don’t always 
now), efficient and affordable (getting the most out 
of every taxpayer’s pound) into the future. 

This will mean that as residents of Dorset we will 
need to be open-minded about how the NHS could do 
things differently, but our ambition is to also do things 
better than now. We want to provide the best possible 
healthcare for local residents in a sustainable way. 

No decisions have been made to close any of the 
community hospitals in Dorset. In fact we recognise 
the vital role community services play in delivering 
healthcare, and have a vision for bringing more care 
out of acute hospitals and closer to people’s homes. 

Community hospitals across the county would have 


a clear role in this and many are well placed to be¬ 
come local health ‘hubs’ where a range of services 
that traditionally people may have had to travel to the 
bigger acute hospitals for could be provided for pa¬ 
tients, closer to people’s homes and their communi¬ 
ties. This might include services such as diagnostic 
tests, physiotherapy, and some outpatient appoint¬ 
ments, for example. 

There is a strong case for looking at our community 
hospital provision in the county more closely, work¬ 
ing out where services and beds are most needed and 
where they could best be made available for the pa¬ 
tients who need them. 

This will be part of the ongoing work of our review 

Better First, please 

■ I DID not see the first story on the x31 bus, but 
I read last week's. 

Let's face it. First run a rubbish service for us who 
live here. 

The 31 bus use to leave Dorchester South Sta¬ 
tion at 10 past each hour, five minutes after the 
London train came in, just right for us in the Brid¬ 
port and Beaminster areas. 

The X31 bus to Dorchester leaves Bridport while 
the 40 bus is on its way to Bridport, meaning it 
takes two hours to get to the hospital. 

As from May this year the changes First have 
made mean we wait 40-55 minutes for our con¬ 
necting buses; one can fly to Spain faster than 
cross Dorset. 

The X53 arrives in Bridport six minutes after the 
40 bus goes to Beaminster, meaning people who 
live there wait 54 minutes for a 15-minute journey. 

Also, the council stopping some people getting on 
a bus at 9.15, when there is an hour between them. 


and whilst we have a clear future vision for more and 
better out of acute hospital based care and services 
we don’t yet have clear answers on what this might 
mean for buildings in specific locations at this time. 

We would like to confirm that no decisions will be 
made until we have undergone a thorough public con¬ 
sultation which is now likely to take place in 2016.

Bridport Area Neighbourhood Plan 


■ MANY Bridport area residents 
that I have spoken to seem to feel 
that major developments have 
often been imposed on us by bu¬ 
reaucrats who have never even 
visited our town and its no won¬ 
der that so many disastrous deci¬ 
sions have been made. 

When faced with a poorly 
thought-out development pro¬ 
posal, local residents who object 
are then labelled as Nimbyists. 
However, local knowledge and as¬ 
pirations are now finally being 
recognised since the implementa¬ 
tion of the Localism Act 2012. 

The really good news is that the 
Bridport Area is now developing a 
'Neighbourhood Plan'. 

which can lead to legally bind¬ 
ing planning policies shaped by 


local residents. The more people 
that engage with this community 
project, the stronger the plan will 
be, and consequentially the better 
the future for our area. 

Bridport itself is allocated to in¬ 
crease by 20 per cent in popula¬ 
tion- around 2,000 people in new 
homes over the next few years. 
The community cannot change 
that but we can influence where 
those homes are located, and in¬ 
deed where employment land 
can be provided. 

It is also possible that; given the 
crippling lack of affordable houses 
for local people, with unusually 
high house prices and low in¬ 
comes, guarantees of new houses 
for local families could be made- 
but you have to demand it! 


Vearse Farm is a good example. 
It offers no guarantee of afford¬ 
able homes at all. It represents the 
full allocation of Bridport area's 
new housing all in one place. Ob¬ 
viously this is very convenient for 
WDDC and the landowner. 
Smaller developments would not 
only reduce the impact and in¬ 
evitable traffic congestion and 
flooding, but would almost cer¬ 
tainly help provide jobs for local 
firms. But you might have other is¬ 
sues in mind.

A COMEDIAN from Bridport is heading up to 
the Edinburgh Fringe next month with a 
prime time slot at the world's largest comedy 
festival. 

Resident MC of the Bridport Arts Centre Comedy Cafe 
and Sunday Night Comedy at the Weymouth Pavilion, 
Tom Glover, is attending the festival for the second year 
running, this time sharing an hour with fellow west- 
country comedian Luke Honnoraty. 

Their show, 'Small Town Heroes', features anecdotes 
of life growing up and living in the south west, in which 
their home towns of Bridport and Barnstaple often play 
a starring role. They had a photoshoot for their poster 
at the Babbacombe model village near Torquay, to 
complete the westcountry theme.

Coupled with bumper uptake of plug-in vehi¬ 
cles - more than 14,500 were registered in the 
first half of 2015 - the new findings point to the 
potential for motorists to lessen their reliance on 
petrol stations by opting for hassle-free electric- 
car ownership. 

Hetal Shah, Head of Go Ultra Low suggests that 
motorists should consider updating their ap¬ 
proach to car ownership: "The reasoning is sim¬ 
ple - why should motorists have to go out of 
their way, regularly spending time at petrol sta¬ 
tions, when it is easy to 'refuel'from the comfort 
of their own home, simply by plugging in an 
electric car? EV-sceptics sometimes question the 
usability of the UK's roadside charging infrastruc¬ 
ture, but this new data indicates that it is an im¬ 
portant, but not critical, facility for most electric 


vehicle owners." 

Government subsidies of up to £700 are avail¬ 
able for the installation of fast, efficient home- 
chargepoints; however that's just the start of the 
savings. EV drivers could cut tax and fuel costs by 
around £800 per year versus the average car on 
the road, with driving costing from around 2p a 
mile compared to around 10-12p per mile for a 
typical petrol or diesel car. The savings continue 
to stack up as plug-in vehicles also need less 
maintenance and can be parked for free in many 
places. 

With the average commute in the UK less than 
10 miles, the majority of plug-in car and van driv¬ 
ers are able to charge entirely at home or work, 
only occasionally using public chargepoints as a 
back-up or additional top-up for longer journeys. 

As well as only commuting short distances, 
more than a third of UK motorists never travel 
more than 80 miles in a single trip, comfortably 
within the 100-mile range of most pure electric 
vehicles. For those who regularly need to travel 
further or don't have a driveway for home-charg¬ 
ing, some plug-in hybrids can travel around 700 
miles without needing to refuel.

Motorists driving beyond their car's range can 
make use of more than 7,500 public charge- 
points in 3,000 locations nationwide.

Stewart injury scare halts Axminster friendly 


Axminster Town 0 Bridport 2 

(abandoned after 62 minutes) 

TUESDAY'S pre-season match at Axminster Town's new 
facility at Tiger Way was abandoned after an hour fol¬ 
lowing what appeared a serious injury to Bridport's Sean 
Stewart writes Stuart Broom. 

The midfielder caught his studs in the lush new turf in 
an innocuous incident and fell to the ground clutching 
his leg and knee. Bees physio Lloyd Green tended to him 
until an ambulance arrived to take him to Exeter hospital 
where initial x-rays suggest that he has a badly sprained 
knee and ankle. 

Whilst serious enough to keep him out for at least 2-3 
weeks, both player and club will be glad it was not as 
bad as first thought, particularly as fellow midfielder 
Dan Watts pulled up with a groin strain two minutes ear¬ 
lier and had to be replaced. 

Until that point, Bridport had showed their superiority, 
but South West Peninsula Division One East Axminster 
gave a good account of themselves. 

Sixteen-year old Tony Pinder showed why he is on Ex¬ 
eter City's books and combined well with Callum Moody 
to give Matt Condliffe a testing time in the first half. 

Similarly Ben Vine showed that his speed down the 
other flank and his guile is going to be a useful attribute. 

The Tigers might have benefited from their efforts 
had the hosts taken their chances, particularly former 
Forest Green striker Pete Knox who squandered three 
good opportunities. 

Bridport were out of the blocks quickly and, but for a 
superb reaction save from Tiger's keeper Scott Wells- 


Burr, they could have been ahead in 24 seconds. Warren 
Byerley chested down a cross, but his volley was turned 
over by the keeper. 

Like Axminster, Bridport were dangerous down the 
right with Shane Evans at wingback joining in with Watts 
and Tom Richardson, and on five minutes the burly 
Richardson drove fired in a shot that Wells-Burr finger- 
tipped clear. 

The pressure finally told on 17 minutes when skipper 
Jon Hurford brought down Evans in the box and Byerley 
found the corner from the spot. 

Knox was unlucky not to equalise on 20 minutes when 
his lob landed on top of the crossbar. Watts responded 
with had a 30-yard drive that just cleared the goal. 

Then on the half hour, in Axminster's best move of the 
game, Knox headed a long ball into the path of the in- 
rushing Callum Garrett, but his powerful shot again just 
cleared the crossbar. 

Knox was then denied another opportunity by a great 
tackle by former Shepton Beauchamp midfielder Dan 
Peach, who looks to be a superb signing, as he was 
about to pull the trigger. 

Bridport started the second period as they had the 
first with Dan Watts firing in a shot from 40 yards that 
struck the crossbar and cannoned back into play. 

However, Knox had the Tigers best chance of the 
match just two minutes later when Vine's cross found 
the striker eight yards from goal, but he stubbed his shot 
straight at Weeks. 

On 50 minutes Bridport scored their second. Byerley 
fed Peach on the right. He turned inside his marker be¬ 


fore curling a superb shot from the angle of the penalty 
area into the top corner.

Poole Town 226-7 beat Dorchester 
155 ALL OUT BY 71 RUNS 
IT was a case of deja vu at Poole Park 
as Dorchester went down to the de¬ 
fending champions by 71 runs thanks 
to a 84 run seventh wicket stand be¬ 
tween Dave Miller (93) and Tom 
Robinson (48). 

The pair had turned defeat into vic¬ 
tory at the Rec in the reverse fixture in 
May with a century stand after Poole 
Town had been reduced to 50-5. 

This time they came together at 76- 
6 to help post a total of 226-7 in their 
allocation. 

The county town got off to a great 
start with Dan Belt (1-27) and Pete 
Horne (2-50) having both openers 
back in the pavilion with two on the 
board. 

With Simon Mitchem (3-35) also in 
good form, the hosts were 34-5 and 
Dorchester must have been looking 
at getting revenge, before Miller and 
Robinson turned the game back 
Poole's way. 

Several Dorchester players made 
starts, with Marcus Evans (16), 
Mitchem (22), Ian Legg (24), Sean Lit¬ 
tle (22) and Nick Roe (17no) all get¬ 
ting runs, but no one could take 
control. 

Captain Mitchem said: "It was hard 
to take really. We had bowled really 
well and really got into them, but 
credit to Dave Miller. He's very un¬ 
orthodox, but is difficult to remove. 

"They had a bit of luck with a num¬ 
ber of balls in the air but they missed 
our fielders, and Tom Robinson had a 
bit of luck. They did the same to us at 
home as well! 

"Although several of us made starts, 
no one went on and we lost wickets 
at regular intervals. You can't take 
anything away from them however, 
but if we had got them for 150 or 180 
it would have been a different game." 

Stalbridge 208-8 beat 
Martinstown 207-9 by 2 wickets 
MARTINSTOWN'S fate may have 
turned on a first over appeal for leg 
before wicket against Jason 
Matthews that was overturned by the 
umpire, as wicketkeeper Matthews 
(52) and his captain Stuart Sweatman 
(85) didn't give another chance in 
their opening partnership of 148 in 
their chase of 208 for victory. 

Finally young James Pickering (2-24) 
who for the third week in a row only 
conceded 24 off his 10 overs got

A terrific caught and bowled by 
Liam Banfield (1-15) helped reduce 
Stalbridge to 196-8, and it took the 
calmness of Simon Sweatman and 
the experienced Andy Dike to guide 
them home. 

Martinstown won the toss on a 
hard, green wicket which played sur¬ 
prisingly low and slow,. Ed Nichols 
(14), Lee House (23) and George Pope 
(16) all made starts but with the accu¬ 
racy of former Dorset players Steve 
Forshaw (2-27) and Dike (1 -43) eating 
up the overs, Martinstown were only 
70-3 at drinks. 

There were some good contribu¬ 
tions from Sam Kershaw (28), Cald¬ 
well (36) and Teddy Andrews (29) as 
they tried to increase the rate and 
Martinstown finally finished with a 
competitive score of 207-9 from their 
50 overs, but alas to no avail in the 
end. 

Captain Ed Nichols said:"In the end 
over 200 was a competitive score, but 
to give them a 140 run lead didn't 
help. We thought it was a good shout 
for leg before, but it was turned 
down, and after that they didn't make 
a mistake."
